Denver (Colo.), March . — [By the 
Associated Press.] The boldest and most 
successful bank robbery ever reported in

BIG DAMAGE 


Louis Cordano Tells An ‘Affecting 
Story otf How He Was Set Upon 
and Beaten by a of sheep 
Herders. 


That old $100,000 damage suit of 
Louis Cordano’s is now on trial before 
Judge Wade, Department No. 8 of the 
Superior Court. It is a case of shock- 
ing brutality, and there is no manner 
of doubt that Cordano believes himself 
to have been injured $100,000 worth. 
He told his story yesterday afternoon. 

It was made public a long time ago, 
and the facts have probably been 
nearly forgotten by the readers of 
newspapers. The story of his wrongs 
was toid from the witness stand in the 
approved Italian lingo, but with a 
directness and choice of language 
which made it very dramatic, It was 
about as follows:

He first went to China under the aus- 
pices of some missionary society to 
learn the language. He had not been 
long, however, in China before he be- 
came attached to the legation of the 
United States, and he has been con- 
nected with the legation in China 
most of the time for the last 25 years. 
He early showed a remarkable facility 
in the use of the Chinese language, 
and is now a master not only of the 
spoken but of the marvelously intri- 
cate -written language of the Chinese 
Empire. He ranks with the foremost 
scholars of Chinese among Eng- 
lish-speaking people, and prob- 
ably is not surpassed by any 
foreigner as a Chinese scholar. He 
ranks with the famous Dr. Williams 
in this respect, whom he succeeded as 
interpreter for the United States lega- 
tion in China. He has been in charge 
of the legation in China half a dozen 
times. He has frequently acted as 
Minister, when there have been vacan- 
cies, for a long period. He succeeded 
J. Ross Brown, and was for a long 
time in charge of the legation there. 
He became Chargé d’Affaires when 
Minister Seward was undergoing ex- 
amination by the House of Represent- 
atives. He has been connected with 
all the treaties which have been nego- 
tiated between the United States and 
China in recent years. He was actively 
connected with the last treaty which 
was negotiated by the Angell Com- 
mission. He is skilled in the knowl- 
edge of international law. At present 
he is in the United States, and is not 
engaged in business. He is an appli- 
cant for the Chinese Mission, and is 
supported by the Board of Foreign 
Missions.

A GREAT MARINE DISASTER. 


Advices from Samoa, by way of 
Auckland and London, bring the 
startling intelligence that sik war 
vessels of the American and German 
navies went on the rocks (presumably 


in the harbor of Apia) in a recent hur-

150 in all. The American vessels 
wrecked were the Nipsic, Trenton and 
Vandalia; the German vessels, the 
Olga, Eber and Adler.
